New Hospltal Site. 

For gome time it haa been the 
ambition of the Kung Yee Hos 
pital to remove toa more spaci- 
ous site near the Hast Gate. They 
have been working on thie ground 
for several montha and now they 
have applied to the Acting Gov- 
ernor for permission to appro- 
priate to this parposo some ad- 
ditional land adjoining. This 
apace has long been used for 
burial purposes. In responding 
to the petition, the Acting Gov- 
ernor says he finde, upon in- 
vestigation, that they have al- 
ready destroyed over 7,000 
graves without having  ob- 
tained permigsiou from anyone, 
that he greatly regreta this action 
on the part of the hospital author- 
ities, but that in view of the fadt 
that the hospital is a most worthy 
undertaking and that the ground 
is to be used for benevolent par- 
poses, he sanctions what has been 
done snd grants the additional 
land desired, with this limiting 
clause, that it is to be used strictly 
for the purposes stated.
